Yet his life 
as president of the Commonwealth is 
much more routino new than it ever 
was before. The office has made him

—and the bitter shortness of a clay. 


Works Like Dynamo 


He rises at 5:30, and has breakfast 


on a little balcony of Malacanang, the 
palace, overlooking a silver stretch of 
water. He meets his first visitors in 
his pajamas, snapping out instructions 
or answers with the force of mid- 
morning. At 8 or 
8:30 he dresses, 


shaves, and comes into his large and 
formal office.

At the end of a long table he faces 


two rows of inquisitive newsmen, only 
three of whom arc Americans.
